REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the Remarks filed in July 9, 2009, Applicants have shown that the high-cis 
polybutadienes synthesized using the catalysts comprising yttrium compound of the 
instant claims have much higher 1,4-cis percentage contents as compared to those 
synthesized using the catalysts comprising neodymium compound of Tsujimoto et al. 
(JP 1 1-080222). The increase of the 1 ,4-cis percentage content is critical and 
unexpected, therefore, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tsujimoto of previous Office Action mailed May 20, 2009 is withdrawn and the instant 
claims are allowed.
